Document EP-A-0 967 838 is considered the prior art 
closest to the subject matter of claim 1. It discloses a 
cooking system based on the heat conduction principle, and 
a one-piece cooking surface made of glass ceramic 
material, which comprises at least one cooking zone that 
can be directly and individually heated by means of 
heating elements disposed on the underside of the glass- 
ceramic plate, the heating elements of the cooking zone 
consisting of metallic layers.
